One 
method, open to taxpayers whose 
gross income was not more than 
$10,000 from salaries and wages 
and not more than $500 from divi­ 
dends. interest and annuities, per­ 
mits the taxpayers to find his tax 
due from a simplified table. 


The tables provide allowance for 
personal exemption and deductions 
amounting to about IO per cent of 
the,gross income to a maximum of 
$.500. 


Under the other method, the tax­ 
payer fills out schedules of allow­ 
able deductions.

and investment income of more 
than $500 at 5 per cent.

Fletcher charged that 
Bender violated the stipulations of 
his probation by selling and hawing 
in his possession indecent literature 
and cards. 


Had Suspended Sentence 


On January 9 Bender was found 
guilty on this same charge and 
given a two-year suspended sen­ 
tence in the Maryland House of 
Correction 
The state's attorney presented 
one witness who said he bought 
two books and a deck of cards, 
all of which contained indecent 
material, from Bender on Monday, 
March 22 at his newsstand 
Another 
witness 
said 
Bender 
gave him a suitcase to keep for 


him. 
The witness sajd he did not 
know what was in the bag until 
he opened it a day later. 
He said 
he attempted to return the bag 
but Bender refused to accept it. 
A third witness said he took the 
bag at Bender's request, kept it 
for a couple of days and then turn­ 
ed it in to the Cumberland Police 
Department when he found out its 
I contents. 
Claims No Sale 
Bender testified that he did not 


j sell the cards and books to the 
first witness but admitted he had 
j attempted to get rid of the suitcase 
full of literature which he said was 
left over from his previous "ven­ 
ture" into the business. 
He told the judge the first wit­ 
ness tried to sell him the cards and 
books.

Bender guilty from the evidence 
presented a-nd commented that it 
was a difficult thing to sentence 
a man who is 68 years of age and 
who is not in good health.

Allegany County Red Cross Chap­ 
ter officials 
yesterday 
morning 
pointed out that although contri­ 
butions locally have exceeded the 
established quota for the three- 
month period, the amount of blood 
used at the local hospitals has been 
correspondingly heavy. 
At the January visit, 101 pints of 
blood were processed. 49 pints less 
lhan the quota of 150 pints. A one- 
day record of 2174 pints of pro­ 
ductive blood was established in 
the following month, boosting the 
amount donated by local residents 
for the two-month period to 318V* 
pints. 
Even though this amount ex­ 
ceeded the set quota, chapter of­ 
ficials reported blood usage in both 
local hospitals was far in excess of 
the 3184 pints.

In th e past few ^ears th ere h as been a tendency 
on th e part of m any people to do th eir city and th em ­ 
selves a disservice by speaking 
HI of Cumberland. 
Th ere was a disturbing lack of civic pride. 
From time to time a sort of organized campaign 
h as been started to get Cumberland’s people to boost 
th eir city Instead of knocking it. Th is sort of effort 
generally did not work because It lacked th e spon­ 
taneity so neceasary to carry enth usiasm from one 
person to anoth er.

A service club h as em bark­ 
ed upon a program to boost Cumberland. More people 
are talking up th e city’s good points. It is an encourag­ 
ing sign. 
For example, a m arried m an raising two ch ildren

Congressional Investigations 


Th is much will come out of th e McCarth y-SteVcn* 
conflict; th e entire subject of congressional committees, 
th eir nature, purpose and procedures will liave to be 
reviewed and decisions taken by th e Congress itself con­ 
cerning th eir future. Few congressional committees h ava 
ever functioned satisfactorily to th ose investigated. Put­ 
ting a midget in th e lap of J. P. Morgan did not prove 
anyth ing. 
Always important are th e fundamental righ ts of 
citizens and wh ile it is to be recognized th at Communists 
are. by th eir disciplines, agents of a foreign power, never­ 
th eless. as citizens of th e United States, th ey etijoy 
constitutional righ ts wh ich cannot be impaired. Th e con­ 
flict h ere is not only in th e law but in th e spirit of th e 
times. No law exists, not even th e Smith Act, wh ich out­ 
laws th e Communist party and wh ich makes it illegal for 
an American to accept th e Marxist ch urch as a way of life. 


The co nfusio ns befo re co ng ressio na l co mmittees 
mirro r the co nfusio ns in,America n tho ug ht fro m the 
Impa ct o f a new relig io n, the Ma rx ist church, a nd a 
new univ ersa l sUte. So v iet Eussia . Our thinking o n 
the subject Is limited to o ur sma U ex perience with 
a o cia l rev o lutio ns. 


Th e MarxisU divide th emselves into many groups. Oui 
dlfficulfles arise from th e tendency to th row th em into 
one package and call th em all Communists, wh ich quickly 
translates itself into th e word, spy. Let mo differentiate 
th ese groups: 


1 . Intelleeta a l Ma rx istst 
These a re men a nd 
wo men who a ccept the do ctrine o f dia lectica l ma ­ 
teria lism a s a suita ble so lutio n to ma n’s pro blems. 
They reject the my stica l co ncepts o f Christia nity . 
pa rticnJa rly the crea tio n o f ma n by Go d a nd the 
rev ela tio n o f na tura l la w by which a mo ra l so ciety 
ex ists no t by huma n ev o lutio n a nd dev elo pment but 
by the a utho rity o f the Crea to r. 


Many such intellectual Marxists may be opposed to 
Soviet Russia as a universal state and to th e Communist 
party as an agency of discipline. To outsiders, it would 
appear th at th ey talk one way and act anoth er and th ere­ 
fore in congressional investigations, th ey are often placed 
In an ambiguous and embarrassing position. 


2 . Anti-Co mmunist Ma rx ists: Since 1 S48 , Ma rx ist 
idea s ha v e a ffected a nd influenced g rea t numbers o f 
perso ns in a ll co untries. As a do ctrine. Ma rx ism ha s 
pro v ed to be pa rUcuia rly a ttra ctiv e to so cia l a nd 
na tura l scientists. The So cia l Demo cra Uc pa rties in 
a ll co untries ba sed themselv es o n Ma rx ism. Until the 
o rg a nisa tio n o f the disciplined Russia n Bo lshev ik g ro up 
in 1M3, numero us Interpreta tio ns o f Ma rx ism a p­ 
pea red. Tha Russia n pa rty wa s split o n do ctrine until 
Lenin to o k ev er In 1917 a nd esta blished a rig id 
o rtho do x y . 
• 
Th e turnover of supporters h as been enormous, par- 
9 ticularly among intellectuals. 
Many fled th e orth odox 
Communist party because Pf its limitations upon th e h uman 
spirit: neverth eless th ey did not desert th e sociology of 
Marxism. Among such are to be found th e most violent 
and effective anti-Communists. 


2 . The Co mmunists: These a re pa rty members, 
a ccepting t he rig id disciplines o f rev o lutio na ry pa r­ 
tisa nship, nev er rejecting the a bsurdities o f twisting 
pa rty lines, dev o ting Uiemselv es to underg ro und re- 
• 


spo nslbilitles ev en If they inv o lv e espio na g e a nd 
trea so n. Theirs but to o bey in the ho pe tha t the rev o lu­ 
tio n will ultima tely free men fro m cla ss, ra cia l, 
na tio na l, relig io ns distinctio ns, a nd tha t a ll men will 
ev entua lly be bro thers in tha bo so m o f the Kremlin. 


Th e difficulty h as been th at th e American congres­ 
sional committees investigating communism do not always 
make such distinctions. Tbo often, th ey do not know 
enough about th e subject to understand h ow a scientist, 
for instance, can accept th e environmentalist th eories 
Inh erent in Marxism and not be a spy for Malenkov. It 
will be necessary for th em to inform th emselves on th e 
subject, to differentiate between ideas and action if all 
anti-Communist efforts are not to become absurd. 
Anti-Communism h as suffered a setback in th e United 
States during th e past year because its broad generaliza­ 
tions. particularly concerning intellectuals, h ave been 
rejected a s incredulous. 
As a matter of fact, if th e 
eapitalistic anti-Communista could make common cause 
with th e Marxist anti-Communists, th e small but h ellish 
band of conspirators would be driven from our land.

Almost everybody wh o is a.t all 
familiar with governmental opera­ 
tions, especially on Capitol Hill, 
knows th at many a case is on file 
of boys wh o were kept from over­ 
seas service th rough political in­ 
fluence. But someh ow th is never 
gets written up and, despite th e 
flare-up about Senator McCarth y’s 
staff, very little h as been written 
out of Wash ington about th e big 
scandal wh ich th is episode may 
be said to typify.

Dr. Arth ur J. Butt of Pensacola, 
Fla., discovered th at injections of 
th e enzyme h yaluronidase « a nor­ 
mal constituent of th e body) in­ 
creased th e concentration of th ese 
colloids in th e urine. Hyaluronidase 
is now manufactured commercially 
and is used in controlling th e for­ 
mation and growth of renal calculi. 
It works best in men and women 
wh o tend to develop one stone 
after anoth er. 
Can kidney stones be dissolved? 
Yes, but only th ose consisting of 
calcium ph osph ate, calcium car­ 
bonate, and magneiium ph osph ate. 


Th is is done with solvents such as 
Suby Solution B and is a long and 
tedious process.

WASHINGTON. 
According to advance estimates, 
th e next h ydorgen bomb in th e 
current Pacific test series sh ould 
develop a power of about 40 mega­ 
tons. 
Th is means a bomb with 
some 2,000 times th e power of th e 
Hirosh ima bomb, capable of laying 
waste an area of about a th ousand 
square nfUes. 
Th e test of th is bomb h ad been 
delayed, wh ile its probable power 
Is recalculated, and th e danger 
area extended. With so monstrous 
a force involved, th is caution is un­ 
derstandable, especially in view of 
th e fact th at th e scientists were 
wrong about th e first bomb in toe 
test series. 
President Eisenh ower h imself is 
th e auth ority for th e statement th at 
th e scientists were “surprised and 
astonish ed" by th e results of th is 
first test. Wh at surprised and as­ 
tonish ed th em was th at th e bomb 
developed a power of upwards of 
14 megatons, almost twice th e pow­ 
er th ey h ad estimated. 
Th is miscalculation, wh ich was 
wh olly understandable in view of 
th e incredible complexity of mak­ 
ing such estimates, was almost 
fatal to th e American crew of a 
B-36 h eavy bomber. Th e bomber 
was flying some 18 miles from 
ground zero, th e point wh ere th e 
bomb was exploded. Th is was en­ 
tirely according to plan—according 
to prior calculations, th e plane 
sh ould h ave been safe at th is dis­ 
tance from ground zero. But th e 
sh ock wave from th e explosion was 
so much greater th an anticipated 
th at th e plane was actually turned 
over on its back in mid-air. Th e 
dazed crew was barely able to 
righ t th e plane and avoid a crash . 
Scientists Were Wrong 
Th e fact is th at th e scientists 
h ave consistently underestimated 
th e terrible forces wh ic h th ey re­ 
leased wh en th ey opened th e nu­ 
clear Pandora’s box. At first, for 
example, th ey th ough t th at th e 
power of toe original model of th e 
atomic bomb could not be much in­ 
creased, Th is was because a “cri­ 
tical amount” of fissionable mater­ 
ial-just so much , no more, no less 
—is required to start th e ch ain re­ 
action. 
Yet President Eisenh ower 
h as stated th at an atomic bomb 
with fully 2 5 times th e power of 
th e Hirosh ima model h as now been 
developed. 
Th e scientists were even more 
strikingly wrong about th e h ydro­ 
gen bomb. It is not generally re­ 
alized th at President Truman gave 
toe green ligh t to th e super-bomb 
project against a great weigh t of 
scientific opinion. 
Among th ose 
wh o expressed strong doubts about 
th e project were Dr. J. Robert 
Oppenh eimer, Dr. Robert Bach er, 


and Dr. Vannevar Bush , to name 
only th ree of th e many distinguish ­ 
ed scientists wh o sh ared such 
doubts. 
Th ese doubU may h ave been mo­ 
tivated in part by an emotional 
and moral reaction. But th e main 
arguments against th e super-bomb 
project were tech nical and scienti­ 
fic. A h ydrogen bomb, it was be­ 
lieved. wrould be “tritium-limited" 
—it could derive its power oh ly 
from a man-made element called 
tritium, wh ich is immensely dif­ 
ficult and immensely expensive to 
make. Making trituim, moreover, 
requires th e same plant and equip­ 
ment as making fissionable mater- 
itl for atomic bombs. 
Th e scientists calculated th at th e 
actual return on investment, in 
terms of destruction of enemy tar­ 
gets, would be far greater if th e 
United States forgot about h ydro­ 
gen bombs and concentrated on 
atomic bombs alone. 'Th e scientists 
were wrong. 
Th e tech nical rea­ 
sons wh y th ey were wrong do not 
matter to toe layman. 
Pra ctica l Limit 
Wh at does matter is th at th e h y­ 
drogen bomb is clearly not tritium- 
limited after all. Hydrogen bombe 
can be built in large numbera 
quite ch eaply and easily. 
More­ 
over, th ere is no th eoretical limit 
wh atever to th e power wh ich can 
be built into th ese h orrible wea­ 
pons. 
Neverth eless, it Is impo rta nt to 
understand th at th ere is a pra cticnl 
limit of sorts. 
Fortunately for 
mankind, th e area destroyed by 
a 
bomb does not increase in direct 
proportion to th e bomb's power. 
Th e forth coming 40 megaton bomb, 
for example, alth ough it wiU h ave 
2 000 times th e power of th e Hiro­ 
sh ima bomb, will h ave only a bit 
over 10 times th e radius of destruc­ 
tion—16 miles a s against a mile 
and a h alf. 
Moreover, th e area destroyed in­ 
creases more and more slowly as 
th e bomb becomes more powerful, 
until finally th ere is no increase a t 
all 
Th is is explained by a ph en­ 
omenon known as “th e limit of 
blow-out.” 
Because of air resist­ 
ance to lateral blast, after a cer­ 
tain point any increase in power 
is dissipated in th e relatively non- 
resistant upper atmosph ere, so 
th at th ere is no increase m lateral 
destruction at all. 
Th e ph ysicists calculate th at th » 
limit of blow-out sh ould be reach ed 
at about 50 megatons. 
In sh ort, 
for wh at consolation it may pro­ 
vide, with toe 40 megaton bomb w» 
sh ould be approach ing toe limit of 
blow-out—provided th e scientisti 
h ave not underestimated again.

Congressional Investigations 


This much will come out of the McCarthy-Steven* 
conflict: the entire «ubject of congressional com m ittees, 
their nature, purpose and procedures will have to be 
reviewed and decisions taken by the Congress itself con­ 
cerning their future. Few congressional com m ittees have 
ever functioned satisfactorily to those investigated. Put­ 
ting a m idget in the lap of J. P. Morgan did not prove 
anything. 
Always im portant are the fundam ental right* of 
citizens and while it is to be recognized that Communists 
are. by their disciplines, agents of a foreign power, never­ 
theless, as citizens of the United States, they efijoy 
constitutional rights which cannot be im paired. The con­ 
flict here is not only in the law but in the spirit of the 
tim es. No law exists, not even the Smith Act, which out­ 
laws the Com munist party and which m akes it illegal for 
an American to accept the M arxist church as a way of life. 


The confusions before congressional rommlttees 
mirror the confusions In American thought from the 
Impact of a new religion, the Marxist church, and a 
new universal state. Soviet Russia. Our thinking on 
the subject Is limited to our small experience with 
social revolutions. 


The Marxist* divide themselves into many groups. Ou8 
difficulties arise from the tendency to throw them into 
one package and call them all Communists, which quickly 
translates itself into the word, spy. Let me differentiate 
these groups: 


1. 
Intellectual Marxists! 
These are men and 
women who accept the doctrine of dialectical ma­ 
terialism as a suitable solution to man's problems. 
They reject the mystical concepts of Christianity, 
particularly the creation of man by God and the 
revelation of natural law by which a moral society 
exists not by human evolution and development but 
by the authority of the Creator. 


Many such intellectual M arxists m ay be opposed to 
Soviet Russia as a universal state and to the Communist 
party as an agency of discipline. To outsiders, it would 
appear that they talk one way and act another and there­ 
fore in congressional investigations, they are often placed 
in an ambiguous and em barrassing position. 


2. Anti-Communist Marxists: Since 1848, Marxist 
Ideas have affected and Influenced great numbers of 
persons In all countries. As a doctrine. Marxism has 
proved to be particularly attractive to social and 
natural scientists. The Social Democratic parties In 
all countries baaed themselves on Marxism. Until the 
organization of the disciplined Russian Bolshevik group 
in 1903, numerous Interpretations of Marxism ap­ 
peared. The Russian party was split on doctrine until 
Lenin took over In 1917 and established a rigid 
orthodoxy. 
• 
The turnover of supporters has been enormous, par­ 
ticularly among intellectuals. 
Many fled the orthodox 
Communist party because bf its lim itations upon the hum an 
spirit; nevertheless they did not desert the sociology of 
M arxism. Among such are to be found the m ost violent 
and effective anti-Communists. 


3. The Communists: These are party members, 
accepting the rigid disciplines of revolutionary par­ 
tisanship, never rejecting the absurdities of twisting 
party lines, devoting themselves to underground re­ 
sponsibilities even lf they 
Involve 
espionage 
and 
treason. Theirs but to obey in the hope that the revolu­ 
tion will ultimately free men from class, racial, 
national, religious distinctions, and that all men will 
eventually be brothers in the bosom of the Kremlin. 


The difficulty has been that the Am erican congres­ 
sional com m ittees investigating com munism do not always 
m ake such distinctions. 
Tho often, they do not know 
enough about the subject to understand how a scientist, 
for instance, can accept the environm entalist theories 
inherent in M arxism and not be a spy for Malenkov. It 
will be necessary for them to inform them selves on the 
subject, to differentiate between ideas and action if all 
anti-Communist efforts are not to become absurd. 
Anti-Communism has suffered a setback in the United 
States during the past year because its broad generaliza­ 
tions, particularly concerning intellectuals, have been 
rejected as incredulous. 
As a m atter of fact, if the 
capitalistic anti-Communist* could m ake common cause 
with the M arxist anti-Communists, the small but hellish 
band of conspirators would be driven from our land.

Holocaust Of H-Bomb Shown On Film 
Is Expected To Electrify The Public 


WASHINGTON - On direct or­ 
ders of President Eisenhower, the 
veil covering the Tl-bomb will be 
lifted next week and the public 
will get its first glimpse of a 
Hydrogen explosion. However, this 
column is able to give a word pre­ 
view of the 
horrible 
holocaust, 
which must be seen in technicolor 
to be fully appreciated. 
What the public will see is a 
trem endous 
fireball, 
filling 
the 
horizen with flame 
and 
smoke. 
This was the world’s first hydrogen 
blast, the one 
that 
plunged 
a 
rocky atoll 175 feet down through 
the ocean floor on November I, 
1952. Yet it was a m ere firecracker 
com pared to the latest hydrogen 
explosion exactly one month ago 
today. 
The public will be show'n the 
feverish preparations for the first 
H-blast. They w'ill see a black, two- 
story structure atop a lonely atoll. 
This was known as the H-house, 
which housed the hydrogen device. 
Then the cam eras will show a 
control ship about IO miles out to 
sea from the archipelago, about 35 
miles from the fateful atoll. The 
public will watch while the control 
switches are pulled. 
The horizen flames up, and a 
monstrous fireball takes shape. The 
announcer explains that the fire­ 
ball, alone, is three miles in dia­ 
m eter, though it is only the red 
eyeball of the blast. It is then 
superim posed over New York City, 
showing how th * center of Man­ 
hattan from Washington Square to 
Central Park would be turned into 
a fiery furnace, and the rest of the 
city would be devastated by shock 
and heat waves.

Favored Treatment In Service Has Happened Before 


WASHINGTON — T h e 
w o ^ t 
scandal in the operations of the 
governm ent of the United States 
has never been exposed by Con­ 
gress, but public opinion m ay force 
it at last as a direct result of the 
recent disclosure by the Army that 
conversations 
occurred 
between 
the legal counsel for the secretary 
of the arm y and m em bers of a 
Senate subcom m ittee staff with re­ 
spect to “ favored treatm ent” for 
a m em ber of that staff who had 
been drafted into the Army. 
Congress cannot very well con­ 
fine Itself to one case without re­ 
vealing to the public all the fact* 
concerning 
hundreds 
of 
other 
cases of a sim ilar nature in the 
files. Plainly, since the Army kept 
such m inute records in the case 
of Pvt. David Schine. it seem s cer­ 
tain that equally minute records 
have been kept on the requests of 
m em bers of the House and Senate 
and their staffs who asked “ favor­ 
ed treatm ent” for the sons or rela­ 
tives of their constituents. 


Files Are Flagged 
Almost everybody who is at all 
fam iliar with governm ental opera­ 
tions. especially on Capitol Hill, 
knows that m any a case is on file 
of boys who were kept from over­ 
seas service through political in­ 
fluence. But somehow this never 
gets written up and. despite the 
flare-up about Senator M cCarthy’s 
staff, very little has been written 
out of Washington about the big 
scandal which this episode may 
be said to typify. 
The exposure of all the facts will 
show that the “ favored treatm ent” 
practice has been so widespread 
that the Army, the Navy, and the 
Air Force are constantly being 
pressured by various m em bers of 
Congress. Indeed, it is common 
knowledge that some of the bu­ 
reaus of one of the arm ed services 
had a special m arking during the 
war for such cases, and the record 
of the individual concerned was 
Initialed with the letter “ P. I.,” 
which m eant “ political influence.” 
H us m anner of flagging the file 
signified that, when it cam e to or-

Is 
it to be naively assum ed that not 
one of the m em bers of the arm ed 
services com m ittees of Congress 
during this session, or when the 
D em ocrats were in control, ever 
got any favors from the arm ed 
services? Anyone who knows the 
facts of legislative life knows that 
these are the very com m ittees in

lied m aterial that envelops 
the 
various chemical compounds and 
prevents 
them 
from 
forming 
stones. Concentration of these col­ 
loid m aterial that envelops 
the 
when 
infection 
occurs, 
colloids 
m ay disappear entirely. 


Dr. Arthur J. Butt of Pensacola. 
Fla., discovered that injections of 
the enzyme hyaluronidase <a nor­ 
m al constituent of the body) in­ 
creased the concentration of these 
colloids in the urine. Hyaluronidase 
is now m anufactured com m ercially 
and is used in controlling the for­ 
m ation and growth of renal calculi. 
It works best in men and women 
who tend to develop one stone 
after another. 
Can kidney stones be dissolved? 
Yes, but only those consisting of 
calcium phosphate, calcium car­ 
bonate, and magnesium phosphate. 


This is done with solvents such as 
Suby Solution B and is a long and 
tedious process.

This sobering film was cleared 
by the Atomic Energy Commission 
six months ago. President Eisen­ 
hower, himself, approved of Its 
release to the public. 
But the 
Army and Navy raised such a 
clam or that the President changed 
his mind and kept it classified. 
The generals and adm irals didn't 
want it released before their ap­ 
propriation hearings, for fear some 
congressmen might get the idea 
that the H-bomb 
had 
outmoded 
m assive land arm ies and navy task 
forces. At the prodding of Civil De­ 
fense Boss Val Peterson, however, 
the President finally overruled the 
Army and Navy. 
What m akes the film shocking, 
however, is the fact that it shows 
only a baby H-bomb. The M arch 
I fblast was four to five tim es 
more powerful with a fireball larg­ 
er than the entire area of destruc­ 
tion at Hiroshima and Nagasaki.

Limit Of Blow-Out Near 


Joseph And Stewart Alsop 


WASHINGTON. 
According to advance estim ates, 
the next hydorgen bomb in the 
current Pacific test series should 
develop a power of about 40 m ega­ 
tons. 
This m eans a bomb with 
some 2 OOO tim es the power of the 
Hiroshima bomb, capable of laying 
waste an area of about a thousand 
aquare miles. 
The test of this bomb had been 
de layed, while its probable power 
Is recalculated, and the danger 
area extended. 
With so monstrous 
a force involved, this caution is un­ 
derstandable, especially in view of 
the fact that the scientists were 
wrong about the first bomb in the 
test series. 
President Eisenhower him self Is 
the authority for the statem ent that 
the scientists were “ surprised and 
astonished” by the results of this 
first test. 
What surprised and as­ 
tonished them was that the bomb 
developed a power of upwards of 
14 megatons, alm ost twice the pow­ 
er they had estim ated 
This miscalculation, which was 
wholly understandable in view of 
the incredible complexity of m ak­ 
ing such estim ates, was alm ost 
fatal to the American crew of a 
B-36 heavy bomber. 
The bom ber 
was flying aome 18 miles from 
ground zero, the point where the 
bomb was exploded 
This was en­ 
tirely according to plan—according 
to prior calculations, the plane 
should have been safe at this dis­ 
tance from ground zero. 
But the 
shock wave from the explosion was 
so much greater than anticipated 
that the plane was actually turned 
over on its back in mid-air. 
The 
dazed crew was barely able to 
right the plane and avoid a crash. 
Scientists Were Wrong 
The fact is that the scientists 
have consistently underestim ated 
the terrible forces whic hthey re­ 
leased when they opened the nu­ 
clear Pandora’s box. 
At first, for 
exam ple, they thought that the 
power of the original model of the 
atomic bomb could not be m uch in­ 
creased. This was because a “ cri­ 
tical am ount” of fissionable m ater­ 
ial—just so much, no more, no less 
—is required to start the chain re­ 
action. 
Yet President Eisenhower 
has stated that an atomic bomb 
with fully 25 tim es the power of 
the Hiroshima model has now been 
developed. 
The scientists were even more 
strikingly wrong about the hydro­ 
gen bomb. 
It is not generally re­ 
alized that President Trum an gave 
the green light to the super-bomb 
project against a great weight of 
scientific opinion. 
Among those 
who expressed strong doubts about 
the project were Dr. J. Robert 
Oppenheimer, Dr. Robert Bacher, 


and Dr. Vannevar Bush, to nam* 
only three of the m any distinguish­ 
ed 
scientists 
who 
shared 
such 
doubts. 
These doubts may have been m o­ 
tivated in part by an emotional 
and m oral reaction. But the m ain 
argum ents against the super-bnvnb 
project were technical and scienti­ 
fic. 
A hydrogen bomb, it was be­ 
lieved. would be “ tritium -lim ited” 
—it could derive it* power oftly 
from a m an-m ade elem ent called 
tritium , which is im m ensely dif­ 
ficult and im m ensely expensive to 
m ake. 
Making trituim , m oreover, 
requires the sam e plant and equip­ 
ment as m aking fissionable m ater- 
ill for atomic bombs. 
The scientists calculated that the 
actual return on investment, in 
term s of destruction of enemy ta r­ 
gets, would be far greater if the 
United States forgot about hydro­ 
gen bombs and concentrated on 
atom ic bombs alone. The scientist! 
were wrong. 
The technical rea­ 
sons why they were wrong do not 
m atter to the laym an. 


Practical Limit 
What does m atter is that the hy­ 
drogen bomb is clearly not tritium - 
lim ited after all. Hydrogen bomb* 
can be built in large num bers 
quite cheaply and easily. 
More­ 
over, there is no theoretical limit 
whatever to the power which can 
be built into these horrible wea­ 
pons. 
Nevertheless, it Is im portant to 
understand that there is a practical 
lim it of sorts. 
Fortunately for 
mankind, the area destroyed by a 
bomb does not increase in direct 
proportion to the bom b's power. 
The forthcoming 40 m egaton bomb, 
for exam ple, although it will have 
2 OOO tim es the power of the Hiro­ 
shim a bomb, will have only a bit 
over IO times the radius of destruc­ 
tion—18 miles as against a mile 
and a half. 
Moreover, the area destroyed in­ 
creases m ore and m ore slowly aa 
the bomb becomes more powerful, 
until finally there is no increase at 
all. 
This is explained by a phen­ 
omenon known as “ the lim it of 
blow-out.” 
Because of air resist­ 
ance to lateral blast, after a cer­ 
tain point any increase in power 
is dissipated in the relatively non- 
resistant 
upper 
atm osphere, 
so 
that there is no increase in lateral 
destruction at all. 
The physicists calculate that the 
lim it of blow-out should be reached 
al about 50 megatons. 
In short, 
for what consolation it m ay pro­ 
vide. with the 40 megaton bomb we 
should be approaching the lim it of 
blow-out—provided 
the 
scientist* 
have not underestim ated again.
